On a clear day, the 
summit of the mountain was reflected in the waters of the nearby 
lake in such a way that the tribe could gaze upon the face of their 
beloved spirit in the water. The Massachusett* named Lake Innitou 
“Looking Place of the Great Spirit.” To us, Lake Innitou has become 
known as Horn Pond and Mt. Towanda as Horn Pond Mountain. 


It is important for us to pass on all these traditions onto future 
students, hopefully they will make just as many great memories as 
we have. Even though we will all leave Woburn High and move 
on with our lives, the traditions and memories we have made will 
never be forgotten.
